Na 2019, prome cu pandemia, yegadanan internacional 
di turista a aumenta na 1.5 biyon, y e industria a genera 
1.4 triyon dollar den tourism receipt, segun UNWTO. 
E tabata e di dies aña consecutivo di crecemento, cu 
yegadanan aumentando cada aña. E tourism receipts 
tabata creciendo hasta mas rapido cu e GDP mundial. 


Dies aña di crecemento rapido, y den hopi destinacion, re- 
striccion of control limita riba e crecemento aki a laga turismo 
causa dañonan serio na e destinacionnan unda e ta tuma lugar. 
Esaki segun un articulo di pareha Australiano cu ta promove 
turismo sostenible, Sally y Brayden di e popular blog Sally 
Sees. Autoridadnan na Aruba den lunanan recien tambe ta re- 
portando riba e recuperacion y crecemento di nos turismo, y 
ta importante pa pensa riba tur consecuencia, positivo y nega- 
tivo, cu esaki ta trece cune. 


Ta apenas den añanan recien cu turismo sostenible a bira un 
prioridad serio pa destinacionnan y operacionnan rond mun- 
do. Den hopi caso tabata pa motibo di necesidad, den un in- 
tento pa resolve e problemanan cu turismo no-sostenible a 
causa durante añas. 


Ta importante pa ta consciente di e problemanan cu turismo ta 
trece cune, directa- of indirectamente. E impactonan negativo 
di turismo usualmente ta clasifica den tres area: economico, 
social y ambiental. Den su articulo, Sally ta comparti cuatro 
impacto negativo cu turismo por tin den cada un di e areanan 
aki. 


Area economico 
Por parce dificil pa kere cu tin desbentahanan economico di 
turismo, mientras e ta produci asina hopi entrada, sigur na un 
isla manera Aruba unda nos ta depende casi exclusivamente 
riba industria turistico. Pero e banda economico di turismo ta 
mas cu djis ganashi, y turismo no-sostenible impulsa pa sola- 
mente ganashi por tin consecuencianan desastroso pa e desti- 
nacionnan. 


Manera ta den e caso di Aruba, paisnan por bira demasiado 
dependiente riba turismo, cu un porcion grandi di nan econo- 
mia y GDP biniendo di turismo. Pandemia di Covid no por 
tabata un mihor ilustrador di e daño di ta demasiado depen- 
diente riba turismo, un industria volatil. Pero hasta prome cu 
e pandemia, esaki tabata un problema. Preferencianan pa cu 
destinacionnan turistico ta cambia facilmente, y pues depende 
riba un turista pa bin back na e mesun lugar cada aña ta carga 
riesgo. Eventonan manera desasternan natural, terorismo, 
preocupacion pa salud of djis un cambio den tendencia por 
laga paisnan cu tabata prospera riba turismo, bashi. 


Ta berdad cu turismo ta genera empleo pa hopi, pero hopi 
biaha, e empleo aki ta di menos salario of temporal, cu em- 
pleadonan completando tareanan domestico cu tiki espacio pa 
progreso of avance den nan carera.

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(AP) — U.S. employ- 
ers added an astonishing 
528,000 jobs last month 
despite 
flashing 
warn- 
ing signs of an economic 
downturn, easing fears of 
a recession and handing 
President Joe Biden some 
good news heading into 
the midterm elections. 


Unemployment 
dropped 
another notch, from 3.6% 
to 3.5%, matching the more 
than 50-year low reached just 
before the pandemic took 
hold. 


The economy has now re- 
covered all 22 million jobs 
lost in March and April 2020 
when COVID-19 slammed 
the U.S. 


The red-hot numbers report- 
ed Friday by the Labor De- 
partment are certain to inten- 
sify the debate over whether 
the U.S. is in a recession. 


“Recession — what reces- 
sion?” wrote Brian Coulton, 
chief economist at Fitch Rat- 
ings. “The U.S. economy is 
creating new jobs at an annu- 
al rate of 6 million — that’s 
three times faster than what 
we normally see historically 
in a good year.” 


Economists 
had 
expected 
only 250,000 new jobs last 
month, in a drop-off from 
June’s revised 398,000. In- 
stead, July proved to be the 
best month since February. 


The strong figures are wel- 
come news for the Biden ad- 
ministration and the Demo- 
crats at a time when many 
voters are worried about the 
economy. 


Inflation is raging at its high- 
est level in more than 40 
years, and the economy has 
contracted for two quarters 
in a row, which is the com- 
mon — but informal — defi- 
nition of a recession and does 
not take into account a host 
of other factors economists 
consider, such as the job pic- 
ture. 


At the White House, Biden 
credited the job growth to his 
policies, even as he acknowl- 
edged the pain being inflicted 
by inflation. He emphasized 
the addition of 642,000 man- 
ufacturing jobs on his watch. 


“Instead of workers begging 
employers for work, we’re 
seeing employers have to 
compete for American work- 
ers,” the president said. 


Biden has boosted job growth 
through his $1.9 trillion coro- 
navirus relief package and $1 
trillion bipartisan infrastruc- 
ture law last year. Republican 
lawmakers and some leading 
economists, however, say the 
administration’s 
spending 
has contributed to high infla- 
tion. 


The president has received 
some 
other 
encouraging 
economic news in recent 
weeks, as gasoline prices have 
steadily fallen after averaging 
slightly more than $5 a gallon 
in June. 


On Wall Street, stocks closed 
mostly lower Friday. The 
good news about job creation 
was mostly offset by wor- 
ries that the Federal Reserve 
will have to keep aggressively 
raising interest rates to cool 


the economy and tamp down 
inflation. 


“The strength of the labor 
market in the face of ... rate- 
tightening from the Fed al- 
ready this year clearly shows 
that the Fed has more work 
to do,” said Charlie Ripley, 
senior investment strategist 
at Allianz Investment Man- 
agement. “Overall, today’s 
report should put the notion 
of a near-term recession on 
the back burner for now.″ 


The Labor Department also 
reported that hourly earnings 
posted a healthy 0.5% gain 
last month and are up 5.2% 
over the past year. But that is 
not enough to keep up with 
inflation, and many Ameri- 
cans are having to scrimp to 
pay for groceries, gasoline, 
even school supplies. 


Job growth was especially 
strong last month in the 
health care industry and at 
hotels and restaurants. 


The number of Americans 
saying they had jobs rose 
by 179,000, while the num- 
ber saying they were unem- 
ployed fell by 242,000. But 
61,000 Americans dropped 
out of the labor force in July, 
trimming the share of those 
working or looking for work 
to 62.1% from 62.2% in June. 


New Yorker Karen Smalls, 
46, started looking for work 
three weeks ago as a member 
of the support staff for social 
workers. 


“I didn’t realize how good the 
job market is right now,” she 
said after finishing her fifth 


interview this week. “You 
look at the news and see all 
these bad reports ... but the 
job market is amazing right 
now.’’ 


A single mother, she is weigh- 
ing several offers, looking for 
one that is close to home and 
pays enough to let her take 
care of her two children. 


Two years ago, the pandemic 
brought economic life to a 
near standstill as companies 
shut down and millions of 
people stayed home or were 
thrown out of work. The 
U.S. plunged into a deep, 
two-month recession. 


But massive government aid 
— and the Fed’s decision to 
slash interest rates and pour 
money into financial mar- 
kets — fueled a surprisingly 
quick recovery. Caught off 
guard by the strength of the 
rebound, factories, shops, 
ports and freight yards were 
overwhelmed with orders 
and scrambled to bring back 
the workers they furloughed 
when COVID-19 hit. 


The result has been shortages 


of employees and supplies, 
delayed shipments and high 
inflation. In June, consumer 
prices were up 9.1% from a 
year earlier, the biggest in- 
crease since 1981. 


The Fed has raised its bench- 
mark short-term interest rate 
four times this year in a bid 
to tame inflation, with more 
increases ahead. 


Labor Secretary Marty Walsh 
conceded that businesses and 
consumers are worried about 
inflation but added: “Com- 
panies are still growing, and 
they’re looking for employ- 
ees. And that’s a good sign.” 


In a report filled with mostly 
good news, the Labor De- 
partment did note that 3.9 
million people were working 
part time for economic rea- 
sons in July, up by 303,000 
from 
June. 
Department 
economists said that reflected 
an increase in the number of 
people whose hours were cut 
because of slack business. 


Some employers are also re- 
porting signs of slack in the 
job market. 


US employers add 528,000 jobs in July 


Janice Longone, chronicler of US culinary history, dies 


(AP) — Janice Bluestein 
Longone, who is credited 
with collecting thousands 
of items chronicling the 
culinary history of the 


United States, including 
cookbooks, menus, adver- 
tisements and diaries, has 
died at age 89. 


Longone died Wednesday, 
according to Nie Family Fu- 
neral Home in Ann Arbor. 
The cause and location of 
death weren’t announced. 


Longone’s collection formed 
the Janice Bluestein Longone 
Culinary Archive at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in Ann 
Arbor, where her husband, 
Daniel T. Longone, was a 
chemistry professor. 


Longone said that she be- 
lieved the collection showed 
how American agriculture 
and culinary practices de- 
fined regional customs and 
traditions. Her collection in- 
cluded cookbooks from the 


1800s and early 1900s called 
“charity 
cookbooks” 
that 
were sold as fundraisers and 
immigrant cookbooks. 


“Our hope is we have gath- 
ered materials that offer re- 
searchers access into a new 
way of looking at Ameri- 
can history,” she said in a 
2010 University of Michi- 
gan article. “That could be 
the rethinking of the role of 
women, who were publish- 
ing more than 150 years ago 
charity cookbooks, which 
often reflected the pressing 
issues of the day, or simply, 
the impact of refrigeration 
on American tastes and life- 
styles.” 


The collection included early 
U.S. cookbooks, such as one 
printed in 1796, one pub- 
lished by an African Ameri- 
can woman in 1866 and a 
Jewish cookbook published 
in America in 1871, accord- 
ing to the university. 


Longone’s activities as a culi- 
nary historian included being 
a founding member of the 
American Institute of Wine 
and Food, an author of en- 
tries for “The Oxford Com- 
panion to Food,” and hosting 
the National Public Radio 
show “Adventures in Gas- 
tronomy” in the 1970s. 
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Senate Democrats approve big Biden deal; House to vote next 


(AP) — Democrats pushed 
their election-year economic 
package to Senate passage 
Sunday, a hard-fought com- 
promise less ambitious than 
President Joe Biden’s origi- 
nal domestic vision but one 
that still meets deep-rooted 
party goals of slowing global 
warming, moderating phar- 
maceutical costs and taxing 
immense corporations. 


The estimated $740 bil- 
lion package heads next to 
the House, where lawmak- 
ers are poised to deliver on 
Biden’s priorities, a stun- 
ning turnaround of what had 
seemed a lost and doomed 
effort that suddenly roared 
back to political life. Cheers 
broke out as Senate Demo- 
crats held united, 51-50, with 
Vice President Kamala Harris 
casting the tie-breaking vote 
after an all-night session. 


“Today, Senate Democrats 
sided with American fami- 
lies over special interests,” 
President Joe Biden said in 
a statement from Rehoboth 
Beach, Delaware. “I ran for 
President promising to make 
government work for work- 
ing families again, and that is 
what this bill does — period.” 


Biden, who had his share of 
long nights during his three 
decades as a senator, called 
into the Senate cloakroom 


during the vote on speaker- 
phone to personally thank 
the staff for their hard work. 


The president urged the 
House to pass the bill as soon 
as possible. Speaker Nan- 
cy Pelosi said her chamber 
would “move swiftly to send 
this bill to the president’s 
desk.” House votes are ex- 
pected Friday. 


“It’s been a long, tough and 
winding road, but at last, at 
last we have arrived,” said 
Senate 
Majority 
Leader 
Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y., 
ahead of final votes. 


“The Senate is making his- 
tory. I am confident the In- 
flation Reduction Act will 
endure as one of the defining 
legislative feats of the 21st 
century.” 


Senators engaged in a round- 
the-clock marathon of vot- 
ing that began Saturday and 
stretched late into Sun- 
day afternoon. Democrats 
swatted down some three 
dozen Republican amend- 
ments designed to torpedo 
the legislation. Confronting 
unanimous GOP opposi- 
tion, Democratic unity in the 
50-50 chamber held, keeping 
the party on track for a mo- 
rale-boosting victory three 
months from elections when 
congressional control is at 


stake. 


The bill ran into trouble 
midday over objections to 
the new 15% corporate mini- 
mum tax that private equity 
firms and other industries 
disliked, forcing last-minute 
changes. 


Despite the momentary set- 
back, the “Inflation Reduc- 
tion Act” gives Democrats a 
campaign-season 
showcase 
for action on coveted goals. It 
includes the largest-ever fed- 
eral effort on climate change 
— close to $400 billion — 
caps out-of-pocket drug costs 
for seniors on Medicare to 
$2,000 a year and extends ex- 
piring subsidies that help 13 
million people afford health 
insurance. By raising corpo- 
rate taxes, the whole package 
is paid for, with some $300 
billion extra revenue for defi- 
cit reduction. 


Barely more than one-tenth 
the size of Biden’s initial 10- 
year, $3.5 trillion Build Back 
Better initiative, the new 
package 
abandons 
earlier 
proposals for universal pre- 
school, paid family leave and 
expanded child care aid. That 
plan collapsed after conserva- 
tive Sen. Joe. Manchin, D-W. 
Va., opposed it, saying it was 
too costly and would fuel in- 
flation. 


Nonpartisan analysts have 
said the “Inflation Reduction 
Act” would have a minor ef- 
fect on surging consumer 
prices. 


Republicans said the new 
measure would undermine 
an economy that policymak- 
ers are struggling to keep 
from plummeting into re- 
cession. They said the bill’s 
business taxes would hurt 
job creation and force prices 
skyward, making it harder for 
people to cope with the na- 
tion’s worst inflation since 
the 1980s. 


“Democrats 
have 
already 
robbed American families 
once through inflation, and 
now their solution is to rob 
American families a second 
time,” Senate Minority Lead- 
er Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
argued. 


In an ordeal imposed on most 
budget bills like this one, the 
Senate had to endure an over- 
night “vote-a-rama” of rapid- 
fire amendments. Each tested 
Democrats’ ability to hold 
together 
the 
compromise 
bill negotiated by Schumer, 
progressives, Manchin and 
the inscrutable centrist Sen. 
Kyrsten Sinema, D-Ariz. 


Progressive 
Sen. 
Bernie 
Sanders, I-Vt., criticized the 
bill’s shortcomings and of- 
fered amendments to fur- 
ther expand the legislation’s 
health benefits, but those ef- 
forts were defeated. Republi- 
cans forced their own votes 
designed to make Democrats 
look soft on U.S.-Mexico 
border security and gaso- 
line and energy costs, and 
like bullies for wanting to 
strengthen IRS tax law en- 
forcement. 


More storms forecasted for flood-ravaged eastern Kentucky 


(AP) — The National Weather 
Service extended a flood watch 
through Sunday evening for areas 
of eastern Kentucky ravaged by 
high water more than a week ago 
and said there’s a threat of thun- 
derstorms in the region for much 
of the coming week. 


There’s a “persistent threat of thun- 


derstorms” through Thursday that 
could produce heavy rain and cause 
flash flooding “especially if multiple 
storms pass over the same area,” the 
weather service in Jackson said. 


The forecast includes Monday, when 
President Joe Biden and first lady Jill 
Biden are scheduled to join Kentucky 
Gov. Andy Beshear and his wife, Brit- 


ainy, at a Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency State Disaster Recovery 
Center in eastern Kentucky to survey 
the damage and meet with those af- 
fected. 


The biggest concern is the possibility 
of slow-moving storms on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, which could dump 
heavy rain on already saturated soil, 
National Weather Service meteorolo- 
gist Philomon Geertson said. 


“It is a wet and juicy pattern that 
could cause at least some more iso- 
lated to scattered instances of flash 
flooding and further complicate the 
recovery efforts that are ongoing at 
this time,” he said. 


Some relief is expected toward the 
end of the week, Geertson said. 


“It does look like high pressure will 
finally build in and we’ll get a reprieve 
from this really wet and muggy air 
mass that we’ve been dealing with for 
a couple of weeks now,” he said. 


Meanwhile, the federal government 
on Saturday promised more aid for 


flood-ravaged 
eastern 
Kentucky. 
Biden authorized an increase in the 
level of federal funding for emergen- 
cy work and FEMA added five coun- 
ties to those eligible for individual as- 
sistance for a total of 12. 


“This is good news and will be a big 
help,” Beshear said in a tweet Sun- 
day after visiting the day before with 
some displaced residents who are 
staying at state parks since the cata- 
strophic flooding. 


“These 
Kentuckians 
have 
been 
through the unimaginable. My prior- 
ity is being there for them,” he said. 


At least 37 people lost their lives in 
the flooding after 8 to 10 1/2 inches 
(20 to 27 centimeters) of rain fell 
in just 48 hours in the Appalachian 
mountain region. The flooding also 
hit areas just across the state line in 
Virginia and West Virginia. 


The National Weather Service said 
radar-based rainfall estimates sug- 
gesting that 14 to 16 inches of rain fell 
from July 26-29, totals that are “his- 
torically unheard of.” 
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GOP seeking power over elections in Wisconsin, Minnesota 


(AP) — Wisconsin’s secre- 
tary of state has no role in 
elections, but that could 
change if Republicans are 
able to flip the seat this 
year and pass a law that 
would empower the office 
with far more responsi- 
bilities. 


All three GOP candidates 
competing for the nomina- 
tion in Tuesday’s primary 
support the shift and echo 
former 
President 
Donald 
Trump’s false claims that 
fraud cost him the 2020 elec- 
tion. 


If 
successful, 
the 
move 
would be a bold attempt to 
shift power to an office Re- 
publicans hope to control go- 
ing into the 2024 presidential 
election and would repre- 


sent a reversal from just six 
years ago when Republicans 
established the Wisconsin 
Elections Commission with 
bipartisan support. In 2020, 
Democrat Joe Biden won 
Wisconsin by about 21,000 
votes in the presidential race. 


“This is not about policy,” 
said David Becker, a former 
U.S. Justice Department at- 
torney who heads the non- 
partisan Center for Election 
Innovation and Research. 
“It’s about election outcomes 
and only election outcomes.” 


Once 
an 
under-the-radar 
contest 
overshadowed 
by 
campaigns for governor and 
state attorney general, rac- 
es for secretary of state are 
drawing tremendous interest 
and money this year, driven 


largely by the 2020 election, 
when voting systems and 
processes came under attack 
by Trump and his support- 
ers. There is no evidence of 
widespread fraud or manipu- 
lation of voting systems oc- 
curring in the 2020 election. 


There are also primaries 
Tuesday in secretary of state 
races in Minnesota, Connect- 
icut and Vermont. In Min- 
nesota, the leading Republi- 
can candidate has called the 
2020 election “rigged” and 
has faced criticism for a video 
attacking three prominent 
Jewish Democrats, including 
the current secretary of state, 
Democrat Steve Simon, who 
is seeking reelection. 


Although the stakes are high, 
the Wisconsin primary for 
secretary of state has been 
mostly quiet. The incumbent, 
Democrat Doug La Follette, 
has barely been campaigning. 
In June, the 81-year-old, who 
was first elected to the posi- 
tion in 1974, opted to take a 
two-week trip to Africa. 


La Follette has raised about 
$21,000, according to the 
most recent campaign fi- 
nance reports. That’s not 
unusual because the office’s 
only duties are to sit on a state 
timber board and to verify 
certain travel documents. 


La Follette has said he decided 
to run again to stop Repub- 
licans from meddling with 
elections, citing Trump’s call 
to Georgia’s secretary of state, 
Brad Raffensperger, after the 
2020 election asking him to 
“find” enough votes to over- 
turn Biden’s win in the state. 
La Follette’s primary oppo- 
nent, Dane County Demo- 
cratic Party Executive Board 
Chair Alexia Sabor, has raised 
about $24,000. 


The Republican candidates 
argue that dismantling the 
elections commission and 
empowering the secretary 
of state to oversee elections 
would allow voters to hold 
someone accountable for im- 
portant election-related deci- 
sions. They have all sharply 
criticized 
decisions 
made 
by the commission heading 
into the 2020 election, when 
the COVID-19 pandemic 
brought major challenges to 
running elections. 


To accomplish their goal, Re- 
publicans also would need to 
defeat Democratic Gov. Tony 
Evers, who would block such 
a move, in November. 


The 
leading 
fundraiser 
among the GOP secretary of 
state candidates is state Rep. 
Amy Loudenbeck, who has 


reported about $94,000 in 
contributions. The other two 
Republicans are business- 
man Jay Schroeder and Jus- 
tin Schmidtka, who hosts a 
political podcast. Also on the 
ballot is Libertarian candidate 
Neil Harmon. 


In Minnesota, the leading 
Republican candidate for sec- 
retary of state, Kim Crockett, 
has called the 2020 election 
a “train wreck” and accused 
state election officials of us- 
ing the pandemic as “cover to 
change how we vote, but also 
how the vote is counted.” 


While Crockett does not 
typically claim in public that 
the election was stolen from 
Trump, she has associated 
with those who do and has 
campaigned at events with 
them. 


At the state party convention 
in May, in which Crockett 
was endorsed by convention 
delegates, she showed a video 
depicting billionaire investor 
and philanthropist George 
Soros as a puppet master, 
pulling the strings of Simon, 
the current secretary of state, 
and prominent election law- 
yer Marc Elias, with a caption 
that said, “Let’s wreck elec- 
tions forever and ever and 
ever.” 


Transit woes mount for Boston’s beleaguered subway riders 


(AP) — For Boston sub- 
way riders, it seems every 
week brings a new tale of 
transit woe. 


Runaway trains. Subway cars 
belching smoke and fire. Fa- 
tal accidents. Malfunctioning 
station escalators. Rush hour 
trains running on weekend 
schedules. Brand-new sub- 
way cars pulled from service. 
Derailed construction ve- 
hicles. 


The repeated chaos of the na- 
tion’s oldest subway system 
has stretched the nerves of 
riders, prompted a probe by 
the Federal Transit Adminis- 
tration and worried political 
leaders. 


“It’s enraging. Everything 
that we’re doing trying to 
build more affordable hous- 
ing, or empower our schools, 
bring jobs to Boston — it all 
relies on people being able to 
get around,” Boston Mayor 
Michelle Wu, a Democrat 
who promised to “Free the 


T,” said in a radio appearance 
on GBH News, referring to 
the Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority. 


Wu’s comments came less 
than a month before a 
43-year-old 
Orange 
Line 
subway train caught fire 
as it was crossing a bridge 
north of Boston on July 21, 
prompting one passenger to 
jump into the Mystic River 
and others to scramble out of 
windows. 


And Aug. 3, transit officials 
announced what they called 
an “unprecedented” step of 
shuttering the Orange Line 
entirely for 30 days to allow 
for extensive track and signal 
work. 


Two days later, MBTA offi- 
cials unveiled another four- 
week shutdown — this time 
for a recently opened section 
of the Green Line to allow 
for additional construction 
work. 


Gov. Charlie Baker, whose 
legacy is tied to the perfor- 
mance of the T, called the 
Orange Line fire “a colossal 
failure” and welcomed the 
FTA investigation. 


But Baker said things aren’t 
all bad. The Republican said 
more than 85% of daily rapid 
transit trips are on time, with 
a somewhat lower rate for 
bus rides and slightly higher 
rate for commuter rail trains. 


“That’s what the experi- 
ence most riders every single 
day have,” he said. “That’s 
no excuse for the screws up 
and the incidents that we’re 
talking about, there’s no ex- 
cuse for that, but there are 
600,000 trips every day that, 
for the most part, work out 
like they’re supposed to.” 


For beleaguered riders, how- 
ever, each new mishap seems 
to add insult to injury. 


Paulina Casasola, 24, relies 
on buses and the Red Line to 


commute to her job in Bos- 
ton. Once, the bus was so late 
that she took an Uber cost- 
ing more than $20. Another 
time, a late bus forced her 
to borrow a car, saddling her 
with a $90 parking ticket. 


“There are a lot of neighbors 
who are upset and have start- 
ed knocking on doors to see 
how we can stop the service 
cuts,” she said, also lament- 
ing high fares. 


“I can’t afford the monthly 
pass,” she said. “I just put 
some money in my account 
and hope it lasts.” 


One of the more maddening 
failures came in June when 
the MBTA temporarily side- 
lined all its new Orange and 
Red Line cars, manufactured 
by the Chinese-owned com- 
pany CRRC, after one car ex- 
perienced a battery compart- 
ment failure. 
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China cuts off vital US contacts over Pelosi Taiwan visit 


(AP) — China cut off 
contacts with the United 
States on vital issues Fri- 
day — including military 
matters and crucial cli- 
mate cooperation — as 
concerns rose that the 
Communist government’s 
hostile reaction to House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s 
Taiwan visit could signal 
a lasting, more aggressive 
approach toward its U.S. 
rival and the self-ruled is- 
land. 


China’s move to freeze key 
lines 
of 
communication 
compounded the worsen- 
ing of relations from Pelosi’s 
visit and from the Chinese 
response with military exer- 
cises off Taiwan, including 
firing missiles that splashed 
down in surrounding waters. 


After the White House sum- 
moned China’s ambassador, 
Qin Gang, late Thursday to 
protest the military exercis- 
es, White House spokesman 
John Kirby on Friday con- 
demned the decision to end 
important dialogue with the 
United States as “irrespon- 


sible.” 


The White House spokes- 
man blasted China’s “pro- 
vocative” actions since Pe- 
losi’s trip to Taiwan, which 
China claims as part of its 
territory. But Kirby noted 
that some channels of com- 
munication remain open be- 
tween military officials in the 
two countries. He repeated 
daily assurances that the U.S. 
had not changed its policy to- 
ward the Communist main- 
land and the self-ruled island. 


“Bottom line is we’re going 
to continue our efforts to 
keep opening lines of com- 
munication that are protect- 
ing our interests and our val- 
ues,” Kirby said. He declined 
to speak about any damage to 
long-term relations between 
China and the United States, 
calling that a discussion for 
later. 


Taiwan has put its military on 
alert and staged civil defense 
drills, but the overall mood 
remained calm on Friday. 
Flights have been canceled or 
diverted and fishermen have 


remained in port to avoid the 
Chinese drills. 


On the Chinese coast across 
from Taiwan, tourists gath- 
ered to try to catch a glimpse 
of military aircraft. 


A minister at the Chinese 
Embassy in Washington, Jing 
Quan, told reporters that 
Pelosi’s mission of support 
for the democratic govern- 
ment of Taiwan has had “a 
severe impact on the politi- 
cal foundation of China-U.S. 
relations, seriously infringed 
upon China’s sovereignty 
and (territorial) integrity and 
... undermines peace and 
stability across the Taiwan 
Straits.”

Long term, a significantly 
more confrontational rela- 
tionship between China and 
the U.S. threatens an equilib- 
rium under which Presidents 
Joe Biden and Xi Jinping’s 
governments have sparred 
on human rights, trade, com- 
petition and countless other 
issues but avoided direct 
conflict and maintained oc- 


casional top-level contacts 
toward other matters, includ- 
ing cutting climate-damaging 
emissions. 


A joint U.S.-China deal to 
fight climate change struck 
by Xi and then-President 
Barack Obama in November 
of 2014 is credited as a turn- 
ing point that led to the land- 
mark 2015 Paris agreement 
in which nearly every nation 
in the world pledged to try 
to curb emissions of heat- 
trapping gases. Seven years 
later during climate talks in 
Glasgow, another U.S.-Chi- 
na deal helped smooth over 


bumps to another interna- 
tional climate deal. 


China and the United States 
are the world’s No. 1 and 
No. 2 climate polluters, to- 
gether producing nearly 40% 
of all fossil-fuel emissions. 


Ominously, experts in Chi- 
na-U.S. relations warned that 
China’s diplomatic and mili- 
tary moves appeared to go 
beyond retaliatory measures 
for the visit and could open a 
new, more openly hostile era, 
and a more uncertain time 
for Taiwan’s democratic gov- 
ernment. 


3 more ships with grain depart Ukraine ports under UN deal 


(AP) — Three more ships 
carrying thousands of tons 
of corn left Ukrainian 
ports Friday and traveled 
mined waters toward in- 
spection of their delayed 
cargo, a sign that an in- 
ternational deal to export 
grain held up since Rus- 
sia invaded Ukraine was 
slowly progressing. But 
major hurdles lie ahead to 
get food to the countries 
that need it most. 


The ships bound for Ireland, 
the United Kingdom and 
Turkey follow the first grain 
shipment to pass through the 
Black Sea since the start of 
the war. The passage of that 
vessel heading for Lebanon 
earlier this week was the first 
under the breakthrough deal 
brokered by Turkey and the 
United Nations with Russia 
and Ukraine. 


The first vessels to leave are 
among more than a dozen 


bulk carriers and cargo ships 
loaded months ago but stuck 
in ports since Russia invaded 
in late February. While the re- 
sumed shipments have raised 
hopes of easing a global food 
crisis, much of the backed-up 
cargo is for animal feed, not 
for people to eat, experts say. 


The Black Sea region is 
dubbed the world’s breadbas- 
ket, with Ukraine and Russia 
key global suppliers of wheat, 
corn, barley and sunflower 


oil that millions of impov- 
erished people in Africa, the 
Middle East and parts of Asia 
rely on for survival. 


However, the initial ship- 
ments are not expected to 
have a significant impact on 
the global price of corn, wheat 
and soybeans. For starters, 
the exports under the deal are 
off to a slow, cautious start 
due to the threat of explosive 
mines floating off Ukraine’s 
Black Sea coastline. 


And while Ukraine is a major 
exporter of wheat to develop- 
ing nations, there are other 
countries, such as the United 
States and Canada, with far 
greater production levels that 
can affect global wheat prices. 
And they face the threat of 
drought. 


“Ukraine is about 10% of the 
international trade in wheat, 
but in terms of production 
it is not even 5%,” said Da- 
vid Laborde, an expert on 
agriculture and trade at the 
International Food Policy 
Research Institute in Wash- 
ington. 


The three ships departing 
Friday were accompanied by 
Ukrainian pilot ships for safe 


passage because of explosive 
mines strewn in the Black 
Sea. The vessels set out with 
over 58,000 tons of corn, but 
that is still a fraction of the 
20 million tons of grains that 
Ukraine says are trapped in 
the country’s silos and ports 
and that must be shipped out 
to make space for this year’s 
harvest. 


Around 6 million tons of the 
trapped grain is wheat, but 
just half of that is for human 
consumption, Laborde said. 


There is an expectation that 
Ukraine could produce 30% 
to 40% less grain over the 
next 12 months due to the 
war, though other estimates 
put that figure at 70%. 


Grain prices peaked after 
Russia’s invasion, and while 
some have since come down 
to their pre-war levels, they 
are still higher than before 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Corn prices are 70% higher 
than at the end of February 
2020, said Jonathan Haines, 
senior analyst at data and 
analytics firm Gro Intelli- 
gence. He said wheat prices 
are around 60% higher than 
in February 2020. 
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Cease-fire between Palestinians, Israel takes effect in Gaza 


(AP) — A cease-fire be- 
tween Israel and Palestin- 
ian militants took effect 
late Sunday in a bid to end 
nearly three days of vio- 
lence that killed dozens of 
Palestinians and disrupt- 
ed the lives of hundreds of 
thousands of Israelis. 


The flare-up was the worst 
fighting between Israel and 
Gaza militant groups since 
Israel and Hamas fought an 
11-day war last year, and adds 
to the destruction and misery 
that have plagued blockaded 
Gaza for years. 


The 
Egyptian-brokered 
cease-fire took effect at 11:30 
p.m. (2030 GMT; 4:30 p.m. 
EDT). Israeli strikes and 
militant rockets continued in 
the minutes leading up to the 
beginning of the truce, and 
Israel said it would “respond 
strongly” if the cease-fire was 
violated. 


Israeli aircraft have pum- 
meled targets in Gaza since 
Friday, while the Iran-backed 
Palestinian 
Jihad 
militant 
group has fired hundreds of 
rockets at Israel in response. 
The risk of the cross-border 
fighting turning into a full- 
fledged war remained as long 
as no truce was reached. Isra- 
el says some of the dead were 
killed by misfired rockets. 


Gaza’s ruling Hamas group 


remained on the sidelines, 
possibly because it fears Is- 
raeli reprisals and undoing 
economic 
understandings 
with Israel, including Israeli 
work permits for thousands 
of Gaza residents, that bolster 
its control. 


Israel launched its operation 
with a strike Friday on a lead- 
er of the Islamic Jihad, and 
followed up on Saturday with 
another targeted strike on a 
second prominent leader. 


The second Islamic Jihad 
commander, Khaled Man- 
sour, was killed in an airstrike 
on an apartment building in 
the Rafah refugee camp in 
southern Gaza late Saturday, 
which also killed two other 
militants and five civilians. 


Mansour, the Islamic Jihad 
commander 
for 
southern 
Gaza, was in the apartment of 
a member of the group when 
the missile struck, flatten- 
ing the three-story building 
and badly damaging nearby 
houses. 


“Suddenly, without warn- 
ing, the house next to us was 
bombed and everything be- 
came black and dusty with 
smoke in the blink of an eye,” 
said Wissam Jouda, who lives 
next to the targeted building. 


Ahmed al-Qaissi, another 
neighbor, said his wife and 
son were among the wound- 
ed, suffering shrapnel inju- 
ries. To make way for rescue 
workers, al-Qaissi agreed to 
have part of his house demol- 
ished. 


Role of race contested in killing of Nigerian man in Italy 


(AP) — Two marches Saturday 
in a well-to-do Italian Adriatic 
beach town both sought justice 
in the brutal daylight killing of a 
Nigerian man at the hands of an 
Italian stranger but were divided 
by one word: Racism. 


One march by Nigerians living in Ita- 
ly’s Macerata province was led by vic- 
tim Alika Ogorchukwu’s tearful wid- 
ow and joined by two of his brothers. 
Organizers of that march said they 
did not want the search for justice to 
be clouded by accusations of racism 
that they feel cannot be proven. 


The second march, along same route 
an hour later, was led by Black Italians 
from all over Italy who demanded 
that Italian authorities reverse them- 
selves and recognize the role that race 
played in the July 29 killing. 


“Not naming racism won’t help us 
understand how to defeat it. Because 
racism exists in Italy,″ Selam Tesfaye, 
a Milan-based immigrant activist, 
told the second crowd of about 100 
people. “If someone in Civitanova 
wants to explain why this is not rac- 
ism, we are here.” 


A widely circulated video shows the 
Italian man wrestling Ogorchukwu 
to the ground and strangling him. 
One man’s voice can be heard shout- 
ing for the attacker to stop, but no on- 
lookers intervened physically, adding 
a layer of public outrage over their 
apparent indifference. 


Police arrested an Italian suspect, 
Filippo Ferlazzo, 32, but quickly 
ruled out a racial motivation for the 
attack. The finding was confirmed 
by prosecutors who did not include 
racial motivation in the charge sheet, 
according to Ferlazzo’s lawyer, Ro- 


berta Bizzarri. 


According to police, Ferlazzo first 
struck Ogorchukwu with a crutch 
the vendor used after pursuing the 
Nigerian 200 meters (yards) down a 
shopping street lined with high-end 
boutiques. Some accounts said Ogor- 
chukwu had complimented Ferlaz- 
zo’s companion while trying to make 
a sale or ask for spare change. Others 
said he had touched the companion’s 
arm. 


Townspeople have accepted the offi- 
cial version of events, attributing the 
Nigerian man’s death to an insistent 
street-seller unfortunately clashing 
with a man who has a court-docu- 
mented history of mental illness. 


“This is not a racist city,” newsstand 
owner Domenico Giordano said. 
“This is an open city. If you behave 
well, you are welcomed and even 
helped.” 


People have left flowers and condo- 
lences on the sidewalk where Ogor- 
chukwu was killed, in front of a 
beachwear boutique that was closed 
for lunch at the time. Store owner 
Laura Latino said she has received 
negative comments from as far away 
as Houston, accusing her of stand- 
ing by and doing nothing when she 
wasn’t even there. 


’’Be careful about judging a city of 
45,000 people,” Latino said, adding 
that false rumors were “ruining the 
reputation of the city.” 


City officials have expressed concerns 
that the killing was being politicized 
ahead of Italy’s early parliamentary 
election on Sept. 25. 


Samuel Kunoun, a Nigerian union 


activist who organized the march 
with the victim’s family, said he does 
not believe the attack was racially 
motivated. Still, the role of race in 
the case is so charged that he kept 
the word “racism” off banners in 
the march that attracted 200 people, 
mostly Nigerians. 


“We don’t have to mix it with racism. 
What happened is that someone who 
is not normal killed our fellow Ni- 
gerian,″ Kunoun said. “We want this 
boy to pay for what he has done, to be 
in prison for life. That is our justice.” 


But a manifesto for the second march, 
billed as Italy’s first-ever organized 
by Black Italians, lists the recognition 
of the role of race in Ogorchukwu’s 
killing as chief among 11 demands. 
Some 30 organizations said they 
would seek to join the prosecution as 
civil complainants. 


Ogorchukwu’s 
widow, 
Charity 
Oriakhi, is reluctant to say the killing 
was racially motivated. 


“It is just someone who is wicked,” 
Oriakhi told The Associated Press. 


She said both she and her husband 
had always felt welcome in Italy and 
that he never recounted negative in- 
teractions when he was out selling. 
In fact, she said, he often came home 
with gifts from Italians for the cou- 
ple’s 8-year-old son. 


The pair met in the Tuscan town of 
Prato about a decade ago, shortly af- 
ter Ogorchukwu’s arrival in Italy, and 
later resettled in the Marche region in 
an apartment above a marble work- 
shop in the small hillside town of San 
Severino. 


The Nigerian government has con- 
demned Ogorchukwu’s death and 
its foreign ministry has urged Italian 
authorities to “bring the perpetrator 
of the heinous act to book without 
delay.” 


Not all Nigerians in Macerata prov- 
ince are denying a racial element. 
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Suddenly consistent Kyrgios moves into Citi Open final 


(AP) — Nick Kyrgios found the 
consistency that has long eluded 
him, reaching a second consecu- 
tive tournament final for the first 
time in his career with a 7-6 (4), 
6-3 victory over Mikael Ymer at 
the Citi Open on Saturday night. 


Kyrgios, the runner-up at Wimble- 
don to Novak Djokovic, has adjusted 
well to the hot, humid conditions at 
this hard-court U.S. Open tuneup. 
He won an uncharacteristic 24-shot 
rally on Ymer's serve to go ahead 5-4 
in the first-set tiebreak and served it 
out from there. 


In the second set, Krygios secured 
the only service break of the match 
on a cross-court half-volley from no- 
man's land to move ahead 5-3. 
"He's an incredible athlete and I re- 
ally wasn't expecting him to be that 
fast," Kyrgios said. "Maybe next time 
I might have a couple different tac- 
tics when I play him, maybe not to 
try and out-rally him, maybe come 
forward a little bit more. But it was 
a tough-fought semifinal and I'm just 
happy to be in the final once again." 


The 27-year-old Australian is No. 63 
in the rankings but would move to 
37th if he takes the title on Sunday. 


Kyrgios won at Washington in 2019, 
the most recent of his six ATP titles. 
In the final, Kyrgios will face a sur- 
prising opponent in 96th-ranked 
Yoshihito Nishioka, who ousted top- 
seeded and eighth-ranked Andrey 
Rublev 6-3, 6-4. 


Nishioka had not won a tour-level 
match since Miami in March, but 
knocked off Jenson Brooksby, Alex de 
Minaur, Karen Khachanov and Dan- 
iel Evans in Washington before frus- 
trating Rublev. He won his lone ATP 
title at Shenzhen, China in 2018. 


Kyrgios is 3-0 against Nishioka, most 
recently winning in 2019 in Washing- 
ton. 
"We've played many times, but he 
beat me every time since (we were) 
16 years old. It is really tough to play 
against him," Nishioka said. 


Earlier Saturday in the women's 
draw, Kaia Kanepi moved within one 
victory of her first title in nine years, 
overwhelming Daria Saville 6-3, 6-1. 


Kanepi, a 37-year-old from Estonia, 
won the last of her four WTA titles in 
2013 in Brussels. But she has enjoyed 
a resurgence this year, reaching the 
quarterfinals of the Australian Open, 


and credits smart scheduling for her 
continued good form. 
"It was amazing, actually, for me. I 
never thought I would make quarters 
in Australia. I thought it's not just my 
place," said Kanepi, who previously 
reached the quarterfinals in the other 
three Grand Slam tournaments. "But 
I played really well, and then I con- 
tinued playing well. I actually didn't 
put any pressure on myself to achieve 
something special." 


Kanepi's match record this year is 
19-10, her most victories since 2013, 
and she is ranked No. 37. She plans 
to play two more hard-court tourna- 
ments before the U.S. Open, which 
starts Aug. 29. 
In the final, Kanepi will face 60th- 
ranked Liudmila Samsonova, who 
breezed past Xiyun Wang 6-1, 6-1. 
The 23-year-old Samsonova is seek- 
ing her second WTA singles title. She 
won a hard-court event at New Ha- 
ven, Connecticut, in 2017. 


Jereem Richards follows mourning with Comm Games 200m gold 


(AP) — Jereem Richards is in the 
midst of a difficult year yet the 
Trinidad and Tobago sprinter 
continues to be an inspiration on 
the athletics track. 


Richards successfully defended his 
Commonwealth Games 200 meters 
crown in Birmingham on Saturday 
night in 19.80 seconds. 


A finalist at the Tokyo Olympics, he 
seized control from the start and set a 
Commonwealth Games record. 
He 
defeated 
England's 
Zharnel 
Hughes by 0.38 seconds. Ghana's Jo- 
seph Paul Amoah clinched the bronze 


medal. 


It is almost eight months since Rich- 
ards' close friend and compatriot 
Deon Lendore, an Olympic medalist 
who had been "an inspiration" since 
he was a boy, died in a car crash in 
Texas. 


Richards vowed to continue Lend- 
ore's legacy and devote his racing ef- 
forts this season to his memory. His 
contribution in Birmingham was one 
to remember. 
"This has been a long season and I 
am just grateful that I have come 
through," he said. 


Jamaican Elaine Thompson-Herah 
added a Commonwealth Games 
sprinting double to her remarkable 
deeds in the Olympics with a superb 
effort. 


Thompson-Herah was outsprinted 
by her compatriots Shelly-Ann Fras- 
er-Pryce and Shericka Jackson in the 
100 meters at the world champion- 
ships in Oregon last month. But the 
five-time Olympic gold medalist re- 
bounded brilliantly in Birmingham 
and added the 200 crown to her 100 
with a comprehensive victory. 


Thompson-Herah, who also com- 
pleted the sprint double in the Rio de 
Janeiro and Tokyo Olympics, clocked 
22.02 to defeat Favour Ofili by almost 
half a second. Namibian Christine 
Mboma claimed the bronze medal. 
Fraser-Pryce and Jackson were criti- 
cized by Games officials for snubbing 
the event in preference to athletics 
events in Europe. Jackson won the 
200 at a meeting in Poland earlier on 
Saturday in 21.84. 


Back in Birmingham, Ugandan Jacob 
Kiplimo added the 5,000 meters gold 
medal to success earlier in the week 
in the 10,000 when surging to the 
line. 


Vinesh Phogat was among six India 
wrestlers to claim gold medals in Bir- 
mingham. 
Phogat, who won the women's 53-ki- 
logram division, said her success pro- 


vided a boost in confidence as she 
looks towards the Paris Olympics in 
two years. 


"My last year has not been that great. 
After so much training and doubting 
myself, this is very important to me," 
she said. "This medal will boost my 
confidence for the next two years, for 
the Paris Olympics. I'm back." 


India reached the final of the men's 
field hockey after defeating South 
Africa 3-2. Singh Manpreet said they 
learned from a loss in the semifinals 
on the Gold Coast in 2018. 
"We knew they're going to give us a 
good fight," Manpreet said "We were 
prepared." 


In women's cricket, Australia will 
face India in a highly anticipated final 
after a convincing victory over New 
Zealand in a semifinal at Edgbaston. 
India earlier defeated host England by 
four runs in a thriller. 
After the overall gold medal race had 
tightened the previous day, Austra- 
lia extended its lead at the top of the 
standings by winning nine golds on 
Day 9. 


Australia has 59 golds and 155 med- 
als in total, ahead of England in sec- 
ond place (50 golds and 148 medals 
overall) with two competition days 
remaining. 


India is fifth with 13 gold and 27 mi- 
nor medals. 
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Haaland nets twice on EPL debut as City beats West Ham 2-0 


(AP) — Erling Haaland 
scored twice on his Premier 
League debut as Manchester 
City opened its title defense 
with a 2-0 win over West 
Ham on Sunday, showing 
just why Pep Guardiola spent 
big to bring in the striker this 
offseason. 


Haaland needed 35 minutes 
to open his City account 
from the penalty spot after 
being brought down by the 


goalkeeper in the area, and 
then netted with a clinical 
low finish in the 65th minute 
to double the lead. 


After Liverpool was held to a 
draw by Fulham on Saturday, 
City sent an early warning 
that it remains the team to 
beat in England. 


City led the league in scoring 
last season with 99 goals as it 
edged Liverpool to the title 


by one point, despite often 
playing without a recognized 
striker up front. Having the 
towering Haaland in the 
middle only makes Guardio- 
la's attack look even scarier. 


After City struggled to break 
down West Ham's defense 
in the opening 30 minutes, 
Haaland showed his speed to 
accelerate away from two de- 
fenders as he ran onto a pass 
into the box from Ilkay Gun- 


dogan and was brought down 
by substitute goalkeeper Al- 
phonse Areola as they vied 
for the ball. 


He calmly dispatched the 
penalty by sidefooting into 
the left corner and then sat 
down cross-legged in a medi- 
tative pose — his trademark 
goal celebration that could 
become a frequent sight in 
the Premier League. 


Areola, who had to come on 
in the 29th after Lukasz Fa- 
bianski picked up a knock, 
couldn't do much to prevent 
the second goal, either. 


Haaland timed his run per- 
fectly to meet a through ball 
from Kevin de Bruyne and 
then used his left foot to slot 
the ball inside the far corner. 
"It was a good start," Haaland 
said, adding that he will get 
even more chances as he be- 
comes more used to playing 
with his new teammates. "It's 
about the connections we 
do every day in training and 
about practicing this. So we 
get better at this, and this will 
come even more, so I'm not 
worried." 


Haaland scored 86 goals in 89 
games during his three sea- 
sons at Borussia Dortmund 
to establish himself as one 
of the most-wanted play- 
ers in Europe before opting 
to move to City, where his 
father Alfie played between 
2000-03. 


Alfie Haaland celebrated in 
the stands as his son became 
just the second City player to 
score twice on his Premier 
League debut, after Sergio 
Aguero did so in 2011. 


"Good that he saw both 
goals," Haaland said. "It's a 
big moment for me, debuting 
in this competition." 


He was taken off in the 78th 
to a standing ovation, hav- 
ing missed out on a hat trick 
when his header sailed high. 


Judging by this performance, 
though, it won't be long be- 
fore the next goal comes 
along for Haaland. 


"Now it's almost 30 minutes 
since I scored the last goal," 
Haaland said in his post- 
game interview, "so we have 
to keep going." 


Tiny African kingdom has skiing as Europe sweats summer heat 


(AP) — While millions 
across 
Europe 
sweat 
through a summer of 
record-breaking 
heat, 
they're skiing in Africa. 


Don't worry. This isn't an- 
other sign of climate change 
but rather the fascinating 
anomaly of Lesotho, a tiny 
mountain kingdom com- 
pletely surrounded by South 
Africa. Lesotho has an ob- 
scure geographical claim to 
fame: It's the only country on 
Earth where every inch of its 
territory sits more than 1,000 
meters (3,280 feet) above sea 
level. 


That gives Lesotho snow in 
the southern hemisphere's 
winters. And while cold win- 
ters aren't rare in southern 
Africa, snow is and ski resorts 
are even rarer. At an altitude 
of 3,000 meters (9,842 feet), 
Afriski in Lesotho's Maluti 
Mountains is Africa's only 
operating ski resort south of 
the equator. 


"I've never seen snow in my 
life," said Kafi Mojapelo, who 
traveled the short distance 
from South Africa for a skiing 
vacation she never thought 


she'd take. "So, this is a great 
experience." 
Bafana Nadida, who comes 
from the sprawling urban 
township of Soweto in Jo- 
hannesburg, was delighted 
with putting ski boots on for 
the first time. He planned a 
day of ski lessons, taking pic- 
tures and just playing about 
in the snow. 


Skiers 
and 
snowboarders 
lined up to rent the proper 
gear. Some were given point- 
ers by Hope Ramokotjo, 
who is from Lesotho and has 
worked as a self-taught ski 
and snowboard instructor for 
12 years. His wide smile and 
deep, reassuring voice puts 
beginners at ease. 


"Push your heels out. Don't 
pull your shoulders," Ramo- 
kotjo called out to his class of 
keen yet inexperienced Af- 
rican skiers as they wobbled 
along on the snow. "Here you 
go! Nice!" 
Afriski's Kapoko Snow Park 
is the only freestyle snow 
park on the continent. Com- 
petitors lined up last month 
for the annual Winter Whip 
Slopestyle snowboard and 
ski competition. Sekholo Ra- 


monotsi, a 13-year-old from 
the Lesotho city of Butha- 
Buthe who practices regular- 
ly at Afriski, won the junior 
snowboard and ski divisions. 
"I would really like to ski in 
Europe," he said. 


London-born Meka Lebo- 
hang Ejindu said he has 
taught skiing and snow- 
boarding in Austria for more 
than a decade and this is his 
first season in the southern 


hemisphere. He has family 
roots in Lesotho. 
"For a competition like this to 
happen in southern Africa is 
so heartwarming," he said. 


Afriski may not be at the 
level of Europe's vast Alpine 
resorts but a love of winter 
sports is catching. 


At Afriski's Sky Restaurant 
and Gondola Cafe, happy 
hour starts at 10 a.m. and 


skiers and boarders show 
off their winter fashions and 
party to house music, beers 
in hand. Some claim the bar 
is the highest in Africa, al- 
though that's challenged by 
the Sani Mountain Lodge, 
130 kilometers (80 miles) 
to the east on the Lesotho- 
South Africa border. 


What no one can dispute is 
this crowd went skiing in Af- 
rica.
